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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 1 , line 6, 
the longitudinal weld lines are indicted as reference numbers 308 and 310, however, 
from the specification number 310 is a horizontal weld line? Also, in line 8, non-welded 
longitudinal line areas are referred to, however, from the specification 314 is a non-weld 
section in the horizontal weld line not the longitudinal weld line? In line 10 the last word 
"top" should be changed "to". Appropriate correction and/or clarification is requested. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , last line, a horizontal weld is recited, however, it is unclear as to where 
this weld is located in the structure of the cellular material. The examiner will attempt to 
apply art as to the intended structure of the claims in view of the specification since it is 
unclear as to where the weld is and which lines are which as indicated above in the 
objection of the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by either 
WO 02/055293 or US2002/0094393 both to Matarasso. 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1 .131 . 

Both references disclose a cushioning material as recited containing the 
diagonal weld lines 28 forming sleeves 10 and longitudinal weld lines having non- 
welded portions 22 as recited. Refer to figure 4 in both references. This rejection is 
being made since it is unclear as to which lines are longitudinal and/or horizontal as 
explained above and specifically where they are located. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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7. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

8. Claims 1 -1 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over WO 
02/18211 in view of Caldwell (2633442). 

WO 02/1821 1 discloses a cushioning material containing weld lines forming 
sleeves and longitudinal weld lines, extending at a right angle thereto, having non- 
welded portions 10. Refer to figures 2 and 3. WO '21 1 does fail to specifically disclose 
the weld lines as being diagonal oriented. They appear perpendicular to the edge of the 
sheets of material used to form the product. 

However, Caldwell discloses the weld lines in a cellular material can be either 
perpendicular to the edge of the sheets (figures 1 and 5) or oriented diagonally to the 
edge of the sheets (figures 4 and 9). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to WO '21 1 to orient the weld lines diagonally, as 
taught by Caldwell, motivated by the fact Caldwell discloses it is known to orient them 
either perpendicular or diagonal across the sheet material used to form the cellular 
material. With regards to claims 2-6 and 14, theses process limitations do not 
structurally distinguish the product from the prior art. With regards to claims 7-13, all 
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drawn to various sizes and/or shapes a change in size and/or shape is generally 
considered within ordinary skill in the art. See MPEP 2144.041V.
